The  prai¬ 
rie  is  rolling,  interspersed  with  small 
lakes,  as  pure  and  clear  as  though  each 
was  but  a  large  spring  by  itself, — the  soil 
not  exceeded  for  its  richness  end  fertility 
by  any  portion  of  the  State.  The  supply 
of  timber  is  much  better  thau  in  the  wide 
and  almost  boundless  prairie,  which  lies 
at  the  south,  and  which  is  yet  to  become 
the  vast  wheat  field  of  the  Northwest. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  developments  of 
the  railroad  system  are  to  be  taken  into 
the  account.  The  Northern  Pacific  Road 
from  Duluth  has  already  reached  the 
Red  River,  at  a  point  which  is  named 
Morehead,  where  they  are  rapidly  build¬ 
ing  a  town.  This  road  runs  about  fifty 
miles  north  of  Furgus  Falls,  a  considera¬ 
ble  portion  of  the  way  through  a  sterile 
country,  until  it  reaches  the  rich  valley 
of  the  Red  River.  The  St.  Paul  and  Pa¬ 
cific,  another  branch  under  the  same  cor¬ 
poration,  has  a  northwest  direction  from 
Minneapolis  to  Breckenridge,  its  present 
termination,  on  the  line  between  Minne¬ 
sota  and  Dakota.  This  brings  railroad 
facilities  within  twenty-five  miles  of  Fur¬ 
gus  Falls.  In  addition  to  this,  a  road  is 
under  contract  to  be  completed  by  Janu¬ 
ary,  1872,  from  St  Cloud  to  Pembina, 
the  extreme  northwestern  point  of  the 
State.  The  survey  of  tliis  road  is  nearly 
completed,  which  makes  it  run  up  what 
is  called  the  Sauk  Yalley,  bringing  it 
near  or  directly  to  Furgus  Falls,  then  in¬ 
tersecting  the  Northern  Pacific  in  its 
course  to  Pembina. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  within  the  al¬ 
most  incredibly  short  period  of  about  two 
years,  these  throe  roads  through  the 
State  will  be  constructed  and  in  full  op¬ 
eration,  bringing  the  whole  northwestern 
portion  of  the  State  into  near  approach 
to,  or  into  contact  with,  railroad  facilities 
and  a  market.  These  facts  taken  into  the 
account,  encourage  a  reasonable  expecta¬ 
tion  at  least  that  Furgus  Falls  may  ex¬ 
pect  a  substantial  and  healthy  growth, 
more  or  less  rapid  as  the  case  may  be.  It 
promises  to  become  a  central  point  of 
a  region  the  extent  and  importance  of 
which  will  depend  somewhat  upon  its  fu¬ 
ture  history.  The  chief  owners  and  lead¬ 
ing  citizens  ai'e  men  of  the  right  stamp 
and  character  to  give  the  best  promise 
for  its  future,  and  they  are  doing  all 
they  can  for  its  substantial  prosperity. 

I  must  reserve  for  another  letter  some 
remarks  in  regard  to  the  climate,  and 
moral  conditions  and  wants  of  that  region. 

STATISTICS  OF  CRIME. 

Bochksteb,  December,  1871. 

Mr.  Editor:  By  an  examiuation  of  the 
record  of  our  Monroe  county  Peniten¬ 
tiary,- on  the  3d  inst,  it  was  found  that 
every  one  of  the  last  109  criminals  sent 
to  that  institution  is  set  down  as  “  ialem- 
perate."  Could  anything  more  be  need¬ 
ed  than  this  single  fact  to  show  the  inti¬ 
mate  connection  between  drunkenness 
and  crime  ? 

Another  fact  from  the  same  record  is 
significant.  Of  the  last  twenty-nine  com¬ 
municants  at  the  same  date,  twenty-seven 
are  marked  “Catholic,”  and  two  “Pro¬ 
testant.”  . 

If  the  Catholic  population  of  this 
country  is  only  one-sixth  of  the  Protest¬ 
ant,  the  above  fact  places  the  criminals 
in  a  population  of  an  equal  number  of 
Catholics  and  Protestants  in  tke  ratio 
of  one  Protestant  to  eighty-two  Catho¬ 
lics  I! 

Granting  this  discrepancy  to  be  too 
great  to  be  sustained  by  statistics  from 
other  institutions,  and  cutting  down  the 
difference  ohe-half,  we  still  have  a  state¬ 
ment  that  deserves  the  serious  attention 
of  our  Catholic  friends  and  reformers. 

If  intemperance  is  the  cause  of  this 
crime  and  imprisonment,  the  Catholic 
clergy  are  called  upon  by  their  love  for 
their  people,  and  by  their  desire  to  make 
them  virtuous  and  happy,  to  use  all  their 
influence,  both  by  precept  and  example^ 
to  promote  the  cause  of  temperance. 

Not  doing  this,  they  will  need  write 
themselves  “  unfaithful  pastors,”  and  the 
charity  will  need  be  very  “kind”  that 
does  not  charge  their  love  to  their  flock, 
with  being  in  profession  only.

A  BLAST  OF  DEFIANCE. 

The  recent  Pastoral  of  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  Ireland, 
has  provoked  severe  comments  from  Eng¬ 
lish  journals.  It  was  read  after  High 
Mass  in  Dublin  Cathedral,  and  is  quite 
defiant  in  tone.  It  called  upon  Irishmen 
to  “  assert  their  constitutional  liberties  ” 
to  secure  the  legal  rights  and  privileges 
to  which  they  were  entitled.  What  this 
means,  it  is  not  difficult  to  conceive. 
Those  dignitaries  are  resolved  to  control 
the  education  of  the  nation  in  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  “  the  Church,”  but  at  the  expense 
of  the  State.  They  have  their  “May- 
nooth  ”  and  other  sops  thrown  out  to 
them  by  time-serving  statesmen  ;  but  the 
cry  still  is  “  Give,  give  I”  A  London 
journal,  commenting  upon  the  Pastoral 
in  connection  with  other  Roman  Catholic 
assumptions,  remarks  : 

Certainly  the  tone  of  the  recent  Pastoral  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Romish  Archbishops  in  Ireland  is 
arrogant  enough  to  provoke  any  one,  bold 
enough  to  startle  out  of  his  complacency  the 
fondest  believer  in  a  nineteenth-century  Popery. 
Were  the  whole  Government  of  the  country  al¬ 
ready  at  their  feet,it  would  be  impossible  for  the 
Romish  heirarchy  to  advance  wider  pretensions, 
or  to  express  them  with  greater  arrogance.  They 
claim  that  the  whole  education  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  population  should  bo  given  up  abso¬ 
lutely  into  their  hands,  and  be  conducted  by 
them,  as  their  words  imply,  not  as  the  Church 
of  England  educates  her  people  by  her  own  vol¬ 
untary  effort,  but  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  na- 
tioD.  They  express  this  plan  as  an  implicit 
and  authoritative  demand— we  might  almost 
say  as  a  command.  Their  language  is  not  “  We 
desire  to  have  such  and  such  educational  as¬ 
sistance,”  but  it  is  “  We  will  have  it.  We  wiU 
have  Catholic  education  in  all  its  branches, 
primary,  intermediate,  and  university.”  And 
if  the  mode  of  the  demand  be  calculated  to  of¬ 
fend  the  politician,  still  more  is  the  language 
of  the  Pastoral  calculated  to  excite  the  horror 
and  indignation  of  the  Christian.  For  in  in¬ 
structing  the  priests  to  promulgate  it  in  their 
churches,  the  subscribing  prelates  close 'with 
an  appeal  to  Almighty  God,  and  through  whom? 
The  name  of  Christ,  the  one  Mediator  between 
God  and  man,  is  not  even  mentioned.  The 


whole  eiSoaoy  of  the  prayer,  the  wholfi^ope  of 
its  aaswer,  la  tlu'own  on  the  rnediallmhip  of 
the  Tllgln  Mary  and  of  Bt.  Joseph. 

Bhould  we  be  right  in  supposing  that  there 
are  ligas  of  a  reaction  against  Roma  to  tbo 
popular  mind  of  England  ?  We  do  wet  meaw 
that  the  reaction  would  in  any  case  be  likely  to 
issue  in  the  reenactment  of  the  old  legislative 
disabilities.  They  are  gone  forever  ;  for  the 
temper  of  the  day  would  not  admit  of  their 
reatoration.  But  it  would  probably  lead  to 
some  legislation  not  agreeable  to  the  Church 
of  Rome,  and  would  act  in  support  of  the  ef¬ 
forts  made  to  bring  the  laws  of  England  to 
bear  upon  conventual  and  monastic  institu¬ 
tions— the  efficient  nurseries  of  Popery.  A 
leader  in  the  Times  deals  with  the  conflict  at 
present  maintained  between  the  people  of  Italy 
and  the  Pope,  and  says  that  monastic  institu¬ 
tions  “may  and  should  be  made  amenable  to 
the  laws  of  the  country,  both  within  and  with¬ 
out.”  This  is  just  what  we  have  long  demand¬ 
ed,  and  no  more.  If  it  be  a  demand  by  which 
Italy  must  be  content  to  stand,  can  anything 
less  satisfy  the  convictions  or  meet  the  just  de¬ 
mands  of  the  Protestants  of  England  ?

The  Liberal  Christian  has  made  a  dis¬ 
covery,  or  at  least  pat  many  of  its  faith¬ 
ful  adherents,  and  a  few  of  its  writers  in 
the  way  of  doing  so.  It  says : 

We  often  hear  serious  fliugk  at  the  im¬ 
practical  character  of  mucli  Orthodox 
preaching,  and  intimations  that  the  only 
earnest  and  able  promoters  of  social, 
moral,  and  political  progress  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Liberal  pulpit.  It  is  aston¬ 
ishing  how  confidently  we  talk  about 
matters  upon  which  our  positions  or  rela¬ 
tions  in  life  give  us  small  opportunities 
of  forming  any  intelligent  opinion.  What 
a  surprise  and  gratification  it  would  be  to 
a  bigoted  Unitarian  to  make  the  round  of 
the  Orthodox  churches  in  Ne  w  York,  and 
find  himself  listening  to  men  up  to  the 
times,  free  in  thought  and  style.  Ortho¬ 
dox  in  creed,  but  with  a  large  and  lofty 
interpretation  of  their  symbols,  devoid  of 
sanctimonious  manner  or  nasal  twang, 
without  affectations  of  conventional  tones, 
free  from  musty  phrases  or  harsh  dog¬ 
matic  assurance — above  all,  cultivated, 
genial  and  polished  iu  style  and  man¬ 
ners?  Yet  we  can  assure  our  brother 
that  he  could  hardly  go  amiss  among  the 
larger  Orthodox  churches,  if  he  wanted 
to  hear  such  a  sermon, and  that  the  level  of 
Orthodox  preaching,  always  excepting  the 
clap-trap  or  sensational  school,  is  higher 
than  it  ever  was,  and  quite  able  to  hold 
its  own  with  any  pulpit,  however  liberal, 
in  respect  of  ability,  and  tact,  and  elo¬ 
quence. 

After  premising  that  the  Orthodox  peo¬ 
ple  are  not  aware  of  “how  truly  the 
Christ  they  love  and  honor  is  preached 
in  ”  the  pulpits  of  those  who  reject  the 
Trinity,  our  contemporary  refers  to  two 
noble  sermons  published  in  The  Times  on 
our  political  affairs,  “by  two  well  known 
Orthodox  ministers  in  New  York,  both  of 
them  men  of  mark,  and,  if  this  be  the 
pattern,  both  masterly  preachers.”  We 
quote  further  : 

The  first  is  a  sermon  given  just  before 
our  late  election  by  Rev.  Dr.  Murray,  of 
the  Brick  church.  It  was  so  vigorous, 
free,  manly,  and  thoroughly  up  to  the  oc¬ 
casion,  so  wholly  without  disagreeable 
ear-marks  of  a  sectarian  character,  so  fear¬ 
less  in  invective,  so  pointed  in  style,  full 
of  such  home-thrusts,  and  yet  all  rigidly 
within  the  lines  of  pulpit  propriety,  that 
we  could  not  but  envy  the  courage,  felici¬ 
ty,  power,  and  wit  of*  the  preacher.  But 
had  not  a  solemn  and  instructive  earnest¬ 
ness  underlaid  the  whole  structure  it 
would  have  wanted  its  principal  charm  1 
There  is  very  little  preaching  equal  to 
this  sample  in  any  church,  and  specially 
very  little  political  preaching  so  wholly 
Christian  aud  so  wholly  pertinent. 

The  other  sermon  was  given  by  Rev. 
Prof.  Hitchcock  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  in  the  Tabernacle  church,  of 
jvhose  pulpit  he  has  the  temporary  sup¬ 
ply  since  Dr.  Thompson  left.  It  was  a 
Thanksgiving  sermon ;  its  subject  “A 
well-governed  Republic.”  It  was  a  bold, 
grand,  full,  yet  condensed  argument  for 
moral  reform  in  our  political  habits  ;  il¬ 
lustrated  with  terse  historic  parallels,  full 
of  the  hidden  fruits  of  scholarship,  and 
as  free  from  thp  fear  of  man  as  ii  Paul 
had  been  again  speaking  before  Festus. 
Sharp,  short  sentences  full  of  truth,  rain 
like  bullets  from  this  moral  mitrailleuse. 
The  style  is  as  nervous  and  sinewy  as  a 
full-blooded  Arabian.  Then  it  is  popular 
without  vulgarity,  wise  without  cunning, 
and  direct  without  personalities.  We  can 
hardly  conceive  a  political  sermon  freer 
from  faults,  or  more  pertinent  to  the  oc¬ 
casion,  or  likely  to  have  a  deeper  and 
more  lasting  influence. 

The  Christian  Intelligencer  refers  to  the 
just  issued  pamphlet-history  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Memorial  Fund,  and  derives 
some  useful  lessons  therefrom  for  the 
encouragement  of  our  Reformed  breth¬ 
ren  during  this  their  Centennial  year. 
It  quotes  from  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Gil¬ 
man  and  Dr.  EIHnwood,  and  closes  as 
follows 

The  permanent  work  of  the  reunited 
Church  was  greatly  advanced  by  the 
Memorial  Fund.  On  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  field,  permanent  institutions  were 
provided  for,  to  the  amount  of  nearly  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  On  the  Home 
field,  about  six  hundred  churches  and 
chapels  were  reared  during  the  year  and 
a  half ;  of  which  only  twenty-one  re¬ 
ported  a  cost  of  over  925,000  each  ;  aud 
of  the  whole  number,  about  300  received 
aid  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  Memo¬ 
rial  Fund.  A  Uttle  over  $96,000  was  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  treasury  for  this  particular 
purpose.  The  churches  in  care  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  raised  during  the 
year  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dol¬ 
lars  ($228,027)  to  pay  their  own  church 
debts.  The  total  amount  received  from 
the  Home  Mission  churches  was  $339,- 
410,  which,  with  sums  given  them  by 
others  for  churches,  manses,  and  repairs, 
made  an  aggregate  increase  of  not  less 
thau  half  a  million  of  church  property  in 
the  Domestic  Mission  field.  The  Board 
of  Publication  received  over  $45,000  for 
its  uses,  aud  to  the  institutions  of  learn¬ 
ing  over  two  millions  of  dollars  were 
added  in  various  permanent  forms.  More 
tlian  two  millions  of  dollars  were  given 
for  objects  that  were  not  strictly  entitled 
to  be  included  in  the  Memorial  Fund, 
which  on  the  Ist  day  of  August,  1871  (up 
to  which  time  it  has  kept  open),  reached 
the  sum  total  of  $7,833,983  85.  Of  this 
amount,  there  was  contributed  from 
churches  for  Home  objects,  $5,734,225 
21,  and  for  general  objects  $1,823,197 
79.  Total  from  churches,  $7,202,523.  In¬ 
dividual  and  miscellaneous  gifts,  mostly 
for  general  objects,  $631,4^  85.  The 
success  of  the  Memorial  Fund  is  the  more 
remarkable  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  of  the 
4526  churches  on  the  roll  of  the  General 
Assembly,  there  are  1937  “not reported  ” 
in  this  Memorial  offering. 

The  best  results  of  this  noble  work  are 
seen  in  its  practical  demonstration  of  the 
union  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  spirit  of 
Christian  loyalty  to  the  principles  and 
plans  of  the  denomination,  in  the  exhi¬ 
bition  of  the  immense  moral,  spiritual, 
and  pecuniary  power  which  it  has  en¬ 
listed  for  the  cause  of  Christ ;  in  the 
permanent  foundation  which  it  has  laid 
for  enlarged  benevolent  movements  at 
home  and  abroad  ;  in  the  triumph  over 
'  manifold  discouragements ;  in  the  power 


ot  prayer  and  faith,  and  wans  for  t« 
ond  fpreat  ebd  of  the  iteddemM’s  ^oxj, 
and  in  the  continiug  Vovinf  ot  the  lov« 
of  Christ,  shed  fftroadm  thnieart  by  Hm 
Holy  SpMt,  to  ^vide  from  the  wUliM 
offering*  of  His  oim  people  the  fail 
equipment  of  the  Church  for 
er  future.  _ 

■  The  Christian  Union  urges  Congress  to 
coorsfeonsly  meet  and  make  an  end  of 
“Amnesty  to  the  Sdhth.’*  It  holds  that 
both  patriotism  and  statesmanship  must 
favor  this  course : 

We  say,  then,  let  ns  have  done  with 
punishing  the  South.  Let  us  no  longer 
humiliate  those  who  have  had  so  many 
humiliations.  Is  not  the  nation  strong 
enough  to  risk  the  admission  of  these 
men  to  full  political  privileges  ?  Are  we 
not  foroiviug  enough  to  have  done  with 
the  infliction  of  pains  and  penalties  ? 
Are  we  not  wise  enough  to  cease  trying 
to  promote  peace  by  a  policy  of  exaspe¬ 
ration. 

There  is  especial  reason  for  decreeing 
Universal  Amnesty  at  this  time.  The 
control  of  the  National  Government  was 
never  so  secure  to  the  Republican  party. 
There  is  no  longer  any  danger  of  a  re¬ 
versal  of  the  measures  that  secure  the 
black  man’s  rights.  Toward  the  other 
great  source  of  disturbance,  the  outrages 
of  the  whites  upon  the  blacks.  Congress 
and  the  President  have  taken  every  meas¬ 
ure  of  repression.  Let  them  now  turn  to 
the  other  half  of  the  work.  They  have 
struck  at  the  out-cropping  evil  weed ; 
now  let  them  deal  with  the  soil  whence 
the  weed  springs.  We  can  never  get  to 
the  root  of  the  Eu-Elux  trouble,  we  can 
never  restore  the  i8outh  to  prosperity  and 
weld  it  in  union  of  heart  with  the  rest  of 
the  nation,  simply  by  measures  of  repres¬ 
sion.  There  is  a  work  of  magnanimity 
and  trust  to  be  done  as  well,  and  it  is  full 
time  that  the  work  was  wrought. 

The  great  measure  should  not  be  mar¬ 
red  by  any  reservations  and  exactions. 
If  five  hundred  or  fifty  or  five  men  are 
singled  out  to  remain  under  the  ban,  the 
practical  benefit  of  the  measure  will  be 
greatly  impaired.  We  want  it  to  speak 
to  the  Southern  people  a'  message  of  free 
and  fearless  good-will.  It  can  only  bear 
that  message  effectively,  as  it  is  unquali¬ 
fied  and  absolute  in  its  terms. 

The  Methodist  has  a  timely  reference  to 
“  The  Bible  War  ”  at  Hunter’s  Point,  just 
across  the  East  river,  above  Brooklyn  :  ' 

One  of  Mr.  Nast's  recent  cartoons  has 
received  an  unexpected  illustration.  In 
Dame  Columbia’s  School,  as  pictured  by 
him,  the  Irish  people  whom  Dame  Euro- 
pa  bad  found  so  intractable  appears,  and 
as  intractable  as  ever.  He  is  under  arrest 
for  contumacy,  and  the  two  dames  are 
comparing  notes  about  him.  The  trouble 
in  the  Hunter’s  Point  schools,  growing 
out  of  the  opposition  of  the  Irish  Catho¬ 
lic  children  te  the  reading  of  the  Bible, 
and  the  use  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  has  ver¬ 
ified  the  accuracy  of  Nast’s  spirited  pic¬ 
ture.  The  attempt  of  the  Principal,  Mr. 
Seiberg,  to  read  the  Bible,  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  boys  with  hisses,  and  hoot¬ 
ing,  aud  no  little  profanity.  Excited  pa¬ 
rents  have  made  threats  of  violence. 
Windows  have  been  smashed,  and  sashes 
torn  out  of  the  school-building.  The  dis¬ 
orderly  pupils  have  been  expelled,  and 
the  rooms  are  now  guarded  by  the  police. 
Some  of  the  boys  and  girls,  on  promise 
of  future  good  behavior,  have  been  re¬ 
admitted,  but  notwithstanding  this  con¬ 
cession,  the  excitement  still  continues. 

Whatever  may  be  the  merits  of  this 
controversy,  the  school  officers  should  not 
for  a  moment  yield  to  violence.  If  there 
be  a  grievance,  the  method  of  redress 
adopted  by  the  Irish  children  and  their 
friends,  is  not  the  proper  one.  In  every 
well-ordered  society  there  is  but  one  an¬ 
swer  to  be  given  to  the  disorderly,  and 
that  is  arrest  and  punishment  by  due  pro¬ 
cess  of  law.  We  Americans  are  not  to  be 
intimidated  a  minority  of  ignorant 
and  riotous  Irishmen.  Their  children 
must  learn  to  obey  legitimate  authority, 
and  to  seek  redress  for  wrong,  if  they 
need  to  do,  by  peaceable  means. 

The  law  of  our  schools,  as  it  stands,  is 
not  oppressive  to  any  conscience.  Pupils 
whose  parents  have  scruples  in  relation 
to  the  reading  of  the  Bible  are  not  requir¬ 
ed  to  be  present  at  the  time  when  it  is 
read.  Their  convictions  are  respected, 
while  the  State  maintains  its  law.  These 
Hunter’s  Point  Catholics  are,  however, 
bent  on  expelling  the  Bible  altogether. 
We  trust  that  they  are  not  to  be  gratified 
in  this  unreasonable  demand.  The  Bi¬ 
ble,  as  the  foundation  of  our  moral  and 
civil  code,  should  ever  have  a  place  iu 
the  State’s  system  of  instruction.  We 
cannot,  wo  must  not  consent  to  its  expul¬ 
sion.  _ 

ANOTHER  MARTYR  CROWNED. 

“  Tell  our  people,  1  have  laid  down  my  life 
to  set  Christ  before  them  that  they  might  be 
reconciled  to  Ood.”  Such  was  the  message 
sent  by  a  dying  pastor  to  his  loved  and  lov¬ 
ing  people. 

Rev.  Albebt  Tbue  was  born  iu  Owego, 
New  York^  Oct.  30th,  1839.  At  a  very  early 
age  he  gave  evidence  of  having  learned  of 
Jesus,  and  ever  after  cherished  the  purpose  of 
preaching  Christ  to  a  lost  world.  After  grad- 
uating  at  Williams  College,  and  Auburn  Sem¬ 
inary,  he  entered  the  ministry  nt  the  age  of 
twenty-five. 

Immediately  after  leaving  the  Seminary, 
he  took  charge  of  the  Presbyterian  church 
in  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  where  he  labored  suc¬ 
cessfully  for  about  two  years,  when  he  was 
forced  by  illness  to  return  to  the  East. 
May  let,  1866,  he  commenced  laboring  with 
the  church  in  Elbridge,  N.  Y.  His  ministry 
there  was  greatly  blessed,  unusual  harmony 
prevailed,  and  a  goodly  number  was  added 
to  the  church. 

During  the  Week  of  Prayer  of  the  present 
year,  and  for  weeks  afterward  in  special 
meetings,  he  labored  unceasingly.  His  anx¬ 
iety  for  the  impenitent  was  such  that  he 
could  say  with  Paul,  “  I  have  great  heavi¬ 
ness  and  continual  sorrow  in  my  heart.” 
The  Spring  following  these  extra  labors 
found  him  much  worn  in  mind  and  body, 
and  yet  he  felt  that  he  could  not  rest,  for  no 
stranger  could  know  just  what  was  needed 
by  his  people  at  such  a  time.  And  so  he 
worked  on  until  the  first  Sabbath  morning  iu 
April,  when  he  was  forced  to  leave  his  dis¬ 
course  unfinished,  sinking  down  from  sheer 
exhaustion.  The  weeks  and  months  follow¬ 
ing  were  filled  up  with  wearisome  days  and 
nights  of  suffering.  Much  of  the  time  he 
was  away  from  the  home  and  the  people  he 
loved  so  much,  trying  according  to  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  physicians  to  obtain  strength  by 
change  and  entire  freedom  from  care.  Mean¬ 
while  prayer  without  ceasing  was  offered  for 
his  recovery.  But  the  will  of  God  v/as  oth¬ 
erwise.  After  intense  suffering,  but  support¬ 
ed  all  the  time  by  a  most  triumphant  faith, 
he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  at  Saratoga  Springs, 
Oct.  18th,  1871. 

Thus  God  has  taken  from  earth  one  who 
was  remarkably  successful  in  presenting 
truth,  and  whose  heart  was  fully  in  his  work. 
Thus  a  church  is  almost  disheartened,  and 
ready  to  exclaim,  “God  hath  forgotten.” 
Thus  the  light  has  gone  out  of  one  of  earth’s 
happiest  homes.  Thus  he  who  seemed  emi¬ 
nently  fitted  for  the  work  of  winning  souls, 
is  at  the  earthly  age  of  thirty-two  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  work  of  Heaven.  “For  my 
thoughts  arc  not  your  thoughts,  neither  are 
your  ways  my  ways,  saith  the  Lord.”

Lesson  for  Home  Reading. — 2  Kings 
xxiv.  25  ;  Heb.  x. ;  1  Peter  iv. 

The  History. — The  last  lessons  were 
concerned  with  the  good  reigns  and  pros¬ 
perous  times  of  Hezekiah  and  Josiah. 
After  Josiah  came  his  son  Jehoahoz, 
whose  evil  career  was  cut  short  in  three 
months’  time.  Eliakim,  whose  name 
Pharaoh  changed  to  Jeboiakim,  was  the 
next  King.  His  wicked  reign  la.stcd 
eleven*  years,  and  was  ended  by  Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar,  who  carried  him  away  to  Bab¬ 
ylon.  His  son  Jehoiachim,  no  better  in 
character,  succeeded  him,  and  was  also 
taken  to  Babylon  after  three  mouths. 
The  King  of  Babylon  then  placed  Matta- 
niah  on  the  throne,  changing  his  name  to 
Zedekiah.  But  after  eleven  years’  wick¬ 
ed  reigu,  Zedekiah  rebelled,  aud  this 
brought  to  pass  the  final  act  of  retribution 
for  Judah’s  sins.  For  now  Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar  came  udth  all  his  host,  and  carried  the 
nation  into  its  predicted  captivity  of  sev¬ 
enty  years.  This  was  the  “  casting  out 
from  His  presence  ”  of  which  the  first 
verso  iu  the  lesson  speaks.  It  was  about 
600  years  B.  C. 

The  luaiu  idea  of  the  lesson  is  that  a 
day  of  reckoning  will  come. 

It  will  come  to  nations.  It  had  already 
come  to  Israel ;  now  it  was  coming  to  Ju¬ 
dah.  Since  that  time  it  has  come  to  how 
many  nations  ?  Mention  all  you  can  think ' 
of  that  were  once  great  and  are  now  no 
more.  What  nations  now  on  the  earth  have ' 
been  reckoned  with  for  their  sins  ?  Have 
France,  Spain,  Papal  Rome,  America, 
suffered  for  national  sins  ?  What  forms 
of  evil  are  nations  most  liable  to  ?  What 
was  the  fact  in  regard  to  Egypt,  Algeria, 
Israel,  Rome  ?  What  are  the  sins  of  our 
own  and  other  lands  of  which  we  ought  to 
be  afraid  lest  they  bring  down  God’s  judg¬ 
ments  ? 

Another  point  worth  consideration  is 
this  :  Whether  national  judgments  can 
be  postponed  and  wholly  averted,  and 
how  it  can  be  done.  Can  nations  repent  ? 
Who  should  sot  the  example  in  the  work 
of  Reformation  ? 

A  day  of  reckoning  will  come  to  the 
Church.  Judah  and  Israel  represented 
the  Church  in  their  day)  yet  judgment 
overtook  them. 

But  what  was  the  Church  to  which  the 
verses  from  Hebrews  and  1  Peter  refer  ? 
It  is  generally  supposed  that  the  epistle 
to  the  Hebrews  was  written  to  the  Church¬ 
es  of  Palestine  ;  and  Peter,  we  know, 
wrote  to  Chi'istians  in  Asia  Minor. 

But  look  at  the  history  of  all  those 
Ohnrehes,  and  see  how  they  have  been 
reckoned  with.  They  were  blotted  oat, 
as  the  ancient  Church  was  before  their 
day.  Then  trace  the  history  of  the  Church 
after  the  Apostle’s  time.  See  how  corrupt 
and  dead  it  became  throughout  Greece 
and  Italy,  and  Germany  and  France,  and 
even  England,  until  the  trumpet  of  the 
Reformation  sounded.  In  how  many 
countries  now  does  God  seem  to  have 
cast  the  Church  *  out  of  His  presence  ’  as 
He  did  Judah  !  The  Romish,  the  Greek, 
the  Luthemn,  the  American  Churohes, 
have  scarcely  any  signs  of  God’s  spiritual 
presence.  What  shall  we  say  of  the  Church 
in  Great  Britain  and  in  America  ?  Are 
they  in  no  danger  ?  Compared  with  what 
they  ought  to  be,  what  is  their  state  ? 
Mention  the  discouraging  and  also  hope¬ 
ful  signs  in  these  Churches. 

A  day  of  reckoning  will  come  to  the  un¬ 
godly.  For  if  God  will  not  let  His  Church 
go  on  in  sin  without  calling  her  to  ac¬ 
count,  bow  much  less  will  He  the  world 
in  general?  For  bow  much  more  sin 
outside  the  Church,  how  mach  less  pray¬ 
er,  and'  faith,  and  repentance  I  What 
corruption,  dishonesty,  profaneness,  false¬ 
hood,  cruelty,  and  abomination  of  every 
kind  I 

God  knows  all  the  evil  that  is  taking 
place  in  the  world.  If  He  should  not 
call  men  to  account,  it  would  show  He 
did  not  care  for  it,  did  not  hate  it.  Men’s 
consciences  tell  them  God  will  reckon. 
His  Word  says  so  ;  history  shows  how  He 
has  done  it.  The  difficulty  with  which  the 
righteous  are  saved  shows  how  it  will  fare 
with  the  wicked.  They  “  scarcely”  es¬ 
caped  from  the  broad  way  in  which  the 
multitude  were  going  ;  how  nearly  are 
they  often  overcome  by  temptation  ?  In 
spite  of  strivings  aud  prayers  and  watch- 
iugs,  it  sometimes  seems  as  if  they  would 
bo  lost.  What  then  of  the  ungodly,  who 
<lo  not  strive  to  pray  ?  Where  shall  they 
^'appear  ”  at  death  and  at  the  judgment  ? 

As  we  close  up  the  year  and  these  les¬ 
sons,  it  is  a  good  time  to  reckon  with 
ourselves.  Has  it  been  a  year  of  “  good  ” 
or  “  evil  ”  with  us  ?  Have  we  been  of 
the  Hezekiah  and  Josiah,  or  the  Ahab  uid 
Zedekiah  sort  ?  How  much  better  have 
we  been  made  by  the  lessons  we  have 
studied,  and  all  the  privileges  of  the  Sun¬ 
day-school.  Are  you  prepared  for  the 
great  account  ? 

Hvmm— Shall  we  meet  beyond  the  river  ? 


YAim.— The  annual  catalogue  of  Yale  Col¬ 
lege  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  in  most  of  the  departments.  Of  theo¬ 
logical  students  there  are  69,  law  21,  medical

inevitable.  The  Bishop  says,  “  Free  teaching 
wonld  destroy  most  of  the  religions  schools, 
becanse  they  would  be  unable  to  compete  with 
the  communal  schools.”  And  so,  because 
Monsignor  Dnpanlonp  cannot  see  his  way  to 
clerical  instruction  maintaining  its  supremacy, 
bs  prefers  to  see  a  certain  nnmber  of  his 
countrymen  brought  up  in  ignorance. 

At  a  later  date,  Nov.  8tb,  the  writer 
adds : 

Yesterday  the  General  Council  of  the  Seine 
held  an  important  sitting,  at  which  the  knotty 
question  of  primary  instruction  was  discussed. 
What  the  council  was  asked  to  decide  was 
whether  instruction  should  be  obligatory,  gra¬ 
tuitous,  and  lay.  The  members  were  unani¬ 
mous  in  favor  of  obliging  children  to  go  to 
school.  Unless  I  am  greatly  mistaken  this 
system  was  tried  under  the  Convention  and 
broke  down  in  consequence  of  the  resistance  of 
the  parents.  The  Convention  was  placed  in 
this  awkward  position  :  it  was  the  apostle  of 
freedom  and  it  could  hardly  resort  to  so  tyran¬ 
nical  a  measure  as  compulsory  education. 
Now-a-days,  however,  the  system  is  to  be  tried 
again,  at  least  in  the  department  of  the  Seine. 
As  regards  gratuitous  teaching,  a  few  council¬ 
lors  were  of  opinion  that  a  certain  sum  should 
bo  exacted  from  parents,  maintaining  that  ex¬ 
perience  has  always  shown  the  adviaabUity  of 
levying  a  small  contribution.  On  the  subject 
of  secular  instruction  being  alone  tolerated,  a 
warm  discussion  took  place,  and  a  motion  for 
excluding  religious  iustruction  was  defeated  by 
a  small  majority — 11  to  37. 

In  France  the  question  of  religions  in¬ 
struction  is  simply  whether  Romanism 
shall  have  the  monopoly  of  ednoation. 
This  is  what  tho  Bishop  of  Orleans  de¬ 
mands.  In  France,  England,  Ireland, 
and  this  country,  iu  perfect  consistency 
with  the  claims  put  forth  in  the  Syllabus, 
the  leadei-s  of  the  Itoman  Catholic  Ohnrch 
show  themselves  hostile  to  any  system 
of  national  education  of  which  they  can¬ 
not  have  the  exclusive  oontrol. 

THE  WASHBURN  WILL  CASE. 

Decision  in  favor  of  the  Widow. 

The  arbitrators  appointed  to  settle  the 
questions  in  controversy  between  Mrs. 
Washburn  and  the  American  Bible  Soci¬ 
ety  have  decided  the  case  substantially  in 
favor  of  Mrs,  Washbom.  The  decision 
is  as  follows  : 

The  American  Bible  Society  and  Mrs.  E.  B.  0- 
Waahbnm  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  having  agreed 
to  submit  certain  applications  made  by  her  to 
said  Society,  as  one  of  the  residuary  legatees 
under  the  will  of  ber  late  husband,  Mr.  Icha- 
bod  Washburn  of  said  Worcester,  to  three  dis¬ 
interested  referees,  whose  decision  in  the  case, 
or  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  whom  abonld 
be  final  and  couclnsive,  Theodore  D.  Woolsey 
of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and  Royal  B.  Stratton 
of  Worcester,  Mass.,  wore  chosen  refterees  or 
arbitrators  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  and 
Mrs.  Washburn,  respectively.  After  an  almost 
unavoidable  delay  of  nearly  five  months,  the 
said  arbitrators  chose  Anson  D.  F.  Randolph  of 
Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  as  the  third  arbitrator,  who 
consented  to  serve  in  that  capacity.  The  arbi¬ 
trators  met  in  New  York  in  fulfilment  of  their 
duty  on  the  14tb  day  of  November,  1871,  and 
gave  the  parties  an  opportunity  to  appear,  or 
have  their  case  presented  before  thorn.  After 
a  careful  consideration  of  the  case,  having  first 
adopted  as  their  loading  priiiciplo  of  decision, 
to  abide  by  what  aiipeared  to  them  to  be  tho 
settled  and  ultimate  purpose  of  the  deceased 
in  regard  to  tho  disposal  of  his  property,  they 
came  to  tho  conclusions  which  hereinafter  fol¬ 
low.  In  all  these  conclusions,  with  a  single  ex¬ 
ception,  they  were  unanimous. 

The  arbitrators  unanimously  find  and  declare 
that  the  American  Bible  Society  should  con¬ 
sent  to  a  settlement  of  said  estate  by  the  ad¬ 
ministrators,  on  the  following  conditions  of 
settlement  with  the  widow  of  the'testator,  as 
the  first  creditor  of  the  estate,  namely  : 

First ;  That  they  give  the  clear  possession  of 
the  homestead  estate  of  tho  testator,  with  all 
the  appurtenances,  to  tho  widow  of  the  same, 
at  the  testator  designated  in  bis  last  nnsigned 
will,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Home  for 
Aged  Females  consent  to  the  same  arrange¬ 
ment,  and  thereby  either  renounces  in  her  fa¬ 
vor,  or  soils  and  disposes  of  the  said  homestead 
estate  to  her.  But  iu  ease  of  sneh  disposition, 
or  sale  and  purchase,  the  arbitrators  do  not 
hereby  intend  that  tho  widow  shall  be  reim¬ 
bursed  for  any  such  out  of  the  residuaiy  funds 
of  the  estate. 

Second  :  Her  endowment  with  186,000  of  the 
personal  estate,  including  all  the  bank  stock  st 
par,  aud  125  shares  of  the  Washburn  and  Moea 
Manufacturiug  Company  at  par,  according  to 
the  oxproBsed  intention  aud  direction  of  tho 
testator.  The  arbitrators  justify  their  decis¬ 
ion  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  the  bank  stock 
at  par  by  the  letter  of  the  testeter  to  Emory 
I  Washburn,  tiuder  date  of  May  9  (probably  in 
the  year  1867),  and  thus  written  just  before  the 
execution  of  the  third  codicil  of  the  first  will, 
on  the  11th  day  of  May,  1867,  and  also  by  tho 
I  fact  that  by  the  second  or  unsigned  will  the 
widow  was  placed  in  abetter  pecuniary  position 
than  by  the  terms  of  the  first  will. 

Third:  The  conveyance  by  deed  to  Mrs. 
Sarah  W.  Oxnard,  niece  of  the  testator,  of  a 
house  aud  lot  in  Portland,  Me.,  named  in  tho 
deed  as  of  tho  value  of  $975.  This  decision  of 
the  arbitrators  is  reached  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  testator  bad  often  expressed  his  inten¬ 
tion  to  give  the  house  and  lot  to  Mrs.  Oxnard, 
and  had  requested  her  (not  many  moti.iis  be¬ 
fore  his  death)  to  come  to  Worcester,  with  the 
intention  of  transferring  to  her  the  deed  of 
this  property  ;  and  that  Mrs.  Oxn&rd  was  prov¬ 
identially  prevented  from  complying  with  this 
request. 

Fourth  ;  The  admission  of  the  Massachnsetts 
Homo  Missionary  Society  to  a  legacy  of  $6,000, 
and  as  a  residuary  legatee,  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  last  unsigned  will  of  the  testator . 

Fifth  :  In  every  case,  where  the  stock  of  the 
I.  Washburn  &  Moen  Wire-Worke  is  named  in 
the  first  will,  that  it  be  construed,  as  the  tes¬ 
tator  intended  and  designated  in  the  last  will, 
to  be  the  stock  of  the  Washburn  A  Moen  Man¬ 
ufacturing  Company.  ' 

Sixth  :  The  assignment  to  the  widow,  daring 
the  term  of  her  natnral  life  for  the  charitable 
uses  to  which  they  were  devoted  by  the  deceas¬ 
ed,  of  all  his  right  and  interest  in  the  “  Tem¬ 
pering  Patent  ”  and  the  “  Bedson  Patent.” 

Concerning  a  legacy  of  $5,000  instead  of  $2,- 
000  to  Hr.  William  Buokley,  the  testator’s  gar 
dener,  it  appeared  to  a  majority  of  the  arbitra¬ 
tors  that  as  the  testator  had  retained  the  same 
legacy  iu  both  wills,  namely  $2,000,  and  as  they 
had  only  evidence  of  a  transitory  intention  to 
increase  the  amount  of  the  legacy  to  $8,000  or 
$5,000,  therefore  the  amonnt  shonld  be  left  as 
it  is  stated  and  fixed  in  both  wills.

We  believe  also  thA  the  greab 
er  part  of  the  increase  has  been  in  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Bitnalism,  and  that  the  Bishop 
cf  London’s  Fund  has  liberally  subsidized 
many  churches  which  are  no  better  than 
Roman  Catholics.  Nothing  conld  better 
show  the  want  of  government  in  the 
Church  than  the  fact  of  an  excellent 
Bishop  deploring  such  destroying  error 
in  bis  Diocese,  which  he  seems  to  be  ut¬ 
terly  powerless  to  resist.  The  Episcopal 
authority  is  really  a  mere  name  and  shad¬ 
ow,  if  it  cannot  deal,  and  deal  even  effect¬ 
ively,  with  such  flagrant  evils.  The  Bishop 
acknowledges  indirectly  that  the  Church 
and  her  dignitaries  have  lost  all  Chnrch 
power.  There  could  not  be  a  severer  con¬ 
demnation  of  the  present  constitution, 
2nd  of  the  flagrant  Erastianism  of  the  Es¬ 
tablishment. — Lonchn  Weekly  Review.

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SUNDAY-SCHOOL  LESSONS  FOB  1872. 

Our  readers  will  see  annonnoed  on  our 
next  page  a  new  series  of  Lessons  for  Sun¬ 
day-schools,  to  appear  in  Thb  Etanoe- 
usT  during  the  coming  year.  The  series 
now  closed  has  been  received  with  un¬ 
expected  favor,  and  its  able  writers  will 
doubtless  aim  at  a  decided  improvement, 
if  such  be  possible.  The  lessons  for  1872 
will  be  The  Natiomaij  Univobm  Sebixs 
(the  schedule  of  which  is  given),  and  will 
aim  to  be  clear,  pointed,  and  suggestive, 
rather  than  exhaustive.  They  will  be 
published  in  The  Evangeust  from  week 
to  week,  in  such  type  as  will  best  facili¬ 
tate  their  study.  We  shall  take  pleasure 
in  supplying  our  Sabbath-schools  with 
The  Etaeobust,  allowing  any  teacher  or 
other  person  our  regpilar  commission  of 
$1  for  each  new  name  sent  with  the  cash. 


Good  Round  Figures. — The  late  Oongre- 
gational  Gouneil  voted  that  nothing  lees  than 
the  following  amounts  onght  to  be  raised 
the  ensuing  year:  For  ohnroh  building, 
$100,000 ;  for  work  among  the  Freedmen, 

'  $400,000 ;  for  Home  Missions,  $600,000. 

The  following  recommendations  relating 
to  Home  Missions  were  unanimously  adopt¬ 
ed :  (1)  That  a  State  organization  be  form¬ 
ed  in  every  State,  upon  which  shall  be  devolv¬ 
ed  the  development  and  direction  of  the  work 
in  Its  own  field  to  the  extent  of  the  funds  it 
may  raise;  (2)  that  the  Secretaries  avail 
themselves  to  the  utmost  of  whatever  wis¬ 
dom  to  direct  can  be  gathered  from  those 
closest  to  the  work ;  (3)  that  the  policy  and 
practice  on  which  the  Society  has  proceeded 
of  invading  nnevangelized  fields,  and  send¬ 
ing  its  missionaries  to  the  regions  beyond, 
and  among  all,  of  whatever  nationality,  open 
to  our  approach,  be  urgently  pressed  ;  and 
(4^  that  the  obligation  bo  still  more  urgently 
pressed  on  the  aided  churches,  both  in  the 
older  States  and  the  new,  to  cease  from 
their  dependence  as  early  as  possible,  for  the 
sake  of  those  famishing  in  the  West;  that 
a  plan  be  arranged  on  which  the  State  or¬ 
ganizations  can  cooperate  in  efficient  harmo¬ 
ny  with  the  parent  society  for  the  common 
end ;  (5)  we  urge  upon  our  churches  that  at 
once  not  leu  than  half  a  million  annually 
be  devoted  to  our  Home  Missionary  enter¬ 
prise. 

Sunday  School  Hynns. — A  correspond¬ 
ent  who  is  competent  to  give  an  intelligent 
opinion,  writes  us  on  this  subject  as  fol¬ 
lows; 

“It  is  always  a  benefit  conferred  when  a 
school  is  put  on  the  right  track  in  its  search 
after  helps  in  its  work. 

“  Looking  over  hymn  books  recently,  our 
committee  dipped  into  the  ‘  Songs  of  Sal¬ 
vation,’  by  Messrs.  Perkins  &  Taylor,  and 
were  so  pleased  with  the  hymns  and  tunes, 
that  we  came  to  a  unanimous  decision  in 
their  favor.  We  liked  the  hymns  because 
they  were  devotional  and  not  sensational ; 
hymns  of  praise  and  not  mere  exhortation  ; 
full  of  thoughts  of  God  and  of  Christ  and 
of  the  Spirit,  and  not  of  school  glorification, 
and  shallow  martial,  and  rural  moralizing, 
and  meti^hor.  The  tunes  are  elevated  ra¬ 
ther  than  showy,  and  full  of  rich  and  solid 
harmony  that  will  wear.  Some  of  them  will 
tax  the  efforts  to  learn, — not  an  objectionable 
fact,  since  others  are  within  reach  even  of 
the  infant  department.”

These  are  fair  questions  and  demand  a 
fair  answer.  The  foots  sue  conceded.  The 
mlers  of  the  “  Old  Catholic  nations,”  like 
Victor  Emmannel,  King  Amadeus,  the 
late  Prime  Minister  of  Austria,  the  French 
Gk)venimcnt  even,  as  well  as  the  German 
Bismarek,  and  the  King  of  Bavaria,  are 
certainly  far  from  being  Papal  allies.  The 
“  political  inanity”  of  those  who  oppose 
them  is  also  “undeniable.”  Moreover 
“  popular  literature,  science,  and  public 
opinion  throughout  the  world,”  are  “  de¬ 
cidedly  anti-Oetbolic.” 

The  writer  who  puts  the  questions  de¬ 
vises  a  round-about  explanation.  One 
more  obvious  and  simple,  as  well  as  true, 
ongbt  to  have  sufficed.  Suppose  a  hier¬ 
archy,  venecabie  with  age  and  venerated 
by  millions,  puts  forth  exclusive  claims  to 
control  over  all  institntions  of  social  life, 
all  forms  of  thonght,  all  State  legislation, 
and  thus  pats  itself  in  hostility  to  inter¬ 
ests  innumerable,  while  it  exhibits  its  own 
arrogant,  usurping,  and  anti-Christian 
character.  Suppose  it  to  organise  spirit¬ 
ual  despotism,  and  to  exercise  it  by  such 
means  as  the  Inquisition,  the  Crusade 
against  the  Albigenses  and  Hussites,  and 
the  Spanish  Armada,  illustrating  its  spir¬ 
it  by  autos  de  fe,  Smitbfield  fires  and 
French  dragonades.  Suppose  it  to  de¬ 
nounce  soienoe,  and  imprison  or  excom¬ 
municate  its  teachers,  to  issue  encyclicals 
which  represent  the  printing  press,  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  and  the  means  of  diffusing 
general  intelHgenoe,  as  tending  to  heresy 
and  not  to  be  tolerated.  Suppose  it  more¬ 
over  to  show  itself  unfriendly  to  the  cir- 
onlation  of  the  Bible  in  the  v^gar  tongue, 
to  the  teachings,  of  which  its  petrifactions 
of  medieaval  dootrine  stand  flatly  opposed. 
Suppose  it  to  add  to  its  dogmas  from  time 
to  time  teachings  the  most  paradoxical, 
ifke  those  of  the  Immacnlate  Conception 
and  the  Infallibility  of  a  mortal  man  ;  and 
finally  suppose  that  while  It  claims  that 
the  State  shall  become  its  tool,  it  imposes 
on  all  alike  the  acceptance  of  all  its  dog¬ 
mas  on  its  own  usurped  anthority,  and 
who  that  understands  the  relation  of 
cause  and  effect  can  have  any  doubt  of 
the  ultimate  and  inevitable  result  ?

The  Mariner'*  Church.  —  This  church  is, 
we  believe,  the  mother  of  Bethels  in  this 
country.  Its  founder  was  the  late  Rev. 
Joseph  Eastburn,  to  whom  the  sailors,  as 
setting  him  on  high  among  preachers  to  sea¬ 
men,  gave  the  souLriquet  of  “The  Commo¬ 
dore.”  The  Bethel,  as  the  church  was  then 
called,  was  supplied,  and  in  fact  maintained 
by  Father  Eastburn  until  his  decease  in  old 
age,  and  was  partially  endowed  by  his  legacy. 
An  amusing  anecdote  is  told  of  the  regard 
which  he  secured  from  the  seamen  who  ■were 
accustomed  to  visit  this  port  The  Baptists 
wanted  to  establish  another  Balhel  where  the 
preaching  should  be  more  distinctly  after 
their  own  views.  A  room  was  secured,  and 
postei-s  were  put  up  along  the  wharves  and 
elsewhere,  announcing  preaching  at  n  certain 
t^ine  by  a  certain  minister.  A  party  of  juck- 
tars,  just  ashore,  reading  the  bill,  wore  be¬ 
wildered  by  the  new  name,  and  asked  what 
had  become  of  the  Commodore  7  “He  is  at 
his  old  phice,”  was  the  reply  ;  “  this  is  for  a 


wiU  select  one,  and  (they  ought  to  add)  war¬ 
rant  him  to  fit.  Indeed,  this  responsible  po¬ 
sition,  which  amounts  in  reality  to  the  chap¬ 
laincy  of  a  portion,  possibly  all,  of  the  au¬ 
gust  household,  has  been  already  filled  by  the 
choice  of  the  Rev.  A.  Willis  of  Brompton, 
Chatham,  who  had  been  previously  chosen 
as  Bishop  for  Madagascar.

It  is,  however,  quite  doubt¬ 
ful  whether  Her  Majesty  will  sanction  the 
appointment  of  another  Bishop  to  the  Sand¬ 
wich  Islands,  not  in  Her  Majesty’s  domin¬ 
ions,  and  especially  of  one  who  is  allied  to 
the  party  with  which  Bishop  Staley  is  iden¬ 
tified,  and  which  has  utterly  failed  to  secure 
the  sympathies  of  the  Islanders. 

Losses  of  the  Chicago  Churches.— Dr.

The  writer  of  this,  by  invitation  of  Cap¬ 
tain  Hartsteine,  who  n^  command  of  the 
evacuation  ceremonies  at  Sumter,  was 
present  on  that  interesting  occasion,  a 
jubilee  on  water  never  before  witnessed  in 
this  country.  Wo  came  out  of  the  fort 
with  its  commander,  and  subsequently  iu 
the  pilot-house  of  the  steamer  Oeneral 
Clinch,  to  which  lie  and  his  command 
were  first  transferred,  had  a  long  and 
pleasant  interview  with  the  vanquished 
soldier.  He  was  most  unhappy  about  the 
differences  that  had  sprung  np  between 
the  Government  and  his  native  South. 
His  situation  as  a  Sonthern  man  had  been 
more  trying,  but  he  considered  the  high¬ 
est  obligation  upon  him  was  to  do  his  du¬ 
ty  os  a  soldier  without  reference  to  bis 
feelings.  He  declared  to  us  that  no  cir¬ 
cumstance  could  have  induced  him  to  fire 
upon  his  fellow-conntrym'en  except  in  de¬ 
fence.  The  first  shot  came  from  them, 
and  was  directed  at  the  fi-ag  which  he  was 
put  there  to  protect ;  hence  no  alternative 
was  left  him.  We  inquired  what  would 
be  his  policy  when  he  reached  Washing¬ 
ton.  He  replied  that  all  bis  labors  should 
be  on  the  side  of  peace.  In  any  event  he 
had  no  heart,  he  said,  for  war  npon  his 
own  countrymen,  aud  he  never  did  again 
enter  the  field.  We  inquired  of  Major 
Anderson  why  he  abandoned  Fort  Moul¬ 
trie  after  his  positive  engagement  with  a 
committee  of  South  Carolinians  not  to 
leave  it.  His  reply  was,  that  mutual  ob¬ 
ligations  were  entered  into,  he  to  remain, 
and  the  Carolinians  not  to  disturb  him 
vihile  in  possos>ion  of  the  fort.  Ho  be¬ 
lieved  those  who  gave  tho  a.5  ^ui’ance  acted 
in  good  faith,  but  they  could  not  control 
othew.  He  left  Fort  Moultrie  iirdor  re¬ 
liable  information  that,  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  authorities  of  Carolinn,  a  plot 
had  been  formed  iu  Charleston  by  the 
more  impulsive  portion  of  the  population 
to  attack  tbe  fort  in  the  rear.  He  had 
unquestionable  evidence  that  such  an  ex¬ 
pedition  was  on  foot,  and  believing  that 
the  work  was  not  defensible,  he  evacuated 
it,  and  transferred  his  garrison  to  Fort 
Sumter.

notim  eri  thaf  enbjeeta  ooa8idered,'all  of 
wldeh  were  of  great  practical  importance. 
The  inbereet  culminated  in  the  exerctaee  of 
thia  hour,  when  “  Fermnal  Holing 

thC^ailiof  Usefalneae,"  was  under  aoneid- 
eratfon.  A  tender,  derotional  feeling  was 
kindled  by  the  partionlais  of  their  own  ex- 
perienoe  related  by  the  brethren,  and  all  felt 
it  waa  good  to  be  there.  On  the  “  Impor¬ 
tance  of  Promptnesa  in  the  Payment  of  Pas- 
tora’  Salaries,  and  bow  to  secure  it,”  Elder 
Brown  of  Wilson,  led  off  in  some  yery  sen- 
"sible  remarks.  He  waa  satisfied,  after  dili¬ 
gent  inquiry,  that  smaU  salaries  did  not  un¬ 
settle  as  many  nunisters,  as  salaries  not 
promptly  paid.  Failure  on  the  part  of  con¬ 
gregations  to  do  as  they  agreed,  caused  far 
more  and  greater  erils  than  resulted  from 
their  not  promising  more.  The  best  remedy 
he  knew  of  to  cure  delinquents  from 
thoir  remissness,  was  to  make  them  trustees. 

The  Oonyention  changed  its  constitution 
so  M  hereafter  to  embrace  deacons  as  weU  as 
elders,  and  took  measures  to  secnre  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  a  pretty  fttU  report  of  their  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  local  papers  of  the  two  coun¬ 
ties  of  Niagara  and  Orleans.  It  was  manifest 
ftiat  the  elders  present  were  bound  to  enlarge 
the  attendance  upon  the  meetings,  and  in¬ 
crease  their  usefulness.  They  are  expecting 
the  time  to  come  when  erery  officer  of  erery 
church  in  the  Presbytery  wiU  esteem  it  a  fa¬ 
vor  to  be  present,  and  be  greatly  stirred  up 
to  rmiewed  diligence  in  the  work  of  his  office 
by  the  influence  there  exerted  upon  him. 
Such  conventions  ought  to  be  held  by  the 
Ohurch  officers  of  aU  our  Presbyteries.  In 
many  respecte  they  are  adapted  to  accomplish 
good.  They  familiarize  the  brethren  with 
each  other,  and  with  each  other's  methods  of 
Church  work ;  they  greatly  iacrease  their  in¬ 
formation  upon  aH  points,  which,  as  Church 
officers,  directly  c<moem  them,  and  tend  to 
deepen  their  interest  in  their  official  duties, 
and  lead  to  their  sealoua  performance,  and 
also  fit  them  to  appreciate  the  busineas  of 
our  Ghur<fli  courts,  and  Intelligently  act  their 
part  therein.  We  earnestly  recommend  their 
immediate  organization  where  they  do  not 
exist,  and  habitual  attendance  upon  them 
where  they  do. 

Dr.  Shaw,  of  Rocheater.— Rev.  James 
B.  Shaw,  D.D.,  preached  the  thirty-first  an¬ 
niversary  sermon  of  his  settlement  over  the 
Brick  church,  Botdieeter,  Sabbath  evening, 
3d  inst.,  from  Acts  xx.  22,  23,  24.  The  spa¬ 
cious  edifice  was  crowded  in  all  its  parts, 
with  an  intelligent  congregation,  who  were 
greatly  interested  in  the  discourse,  which 
was  in  his  happiest  vein,  and  delivered  with 
unusual  force.  It  contained  a  very  warm  and 
affectionate  reference  to  Bev.  Dr.  A.  6.  HaU, 
who  had  labored  by  his  side  some  thirty 
years.  *Dc.

The  endeavow  to  make 
everything  attractive  have  been  vei^  snccees- 
fnl^and  macy  of  this  class  are  r^jular  attend¬ 
ants.  .It  is  in  this  branch  of  Bsbbath-eobool 
work  that  tiiaee  schools  are  especiafly  engag¬ 
ed.  And  oan  any  one  eetimate  the  ealamity 
should  eitber-one  or  both  of  these  aehools  be 
blotted  froBsacistenoe  f  What  would  become 
of  the  thnoag  of  negleoted  little  ones,  in  this 
locality,  theaf  It  is  well  to  state  that  the 
expenses  ioesored  in  oondnoting  aehools  so 
largely  attended  .a re  considerable,  and  these 
iiave  been  dafs^ed  by  those  immediately 
oonneoted  with  them.

These  gatherings  are  fruitful  of 
much  good,  and  have  a  specific  object  in 
view.  A  meeting  of  the  elders  and  deacons 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Newark  was  held  at 
the  Central  church  of  that  city,  Nov.  29tb, 
to  forward  the  Sustentation  Canse.

qnesting  their  pastors  to  present,  or  have 
presented,  to  their  congregations  the  impor¬ 
tant  duty  of  adequately  supporting  the  Gtos- 
pel  ministry. 

The  American  Bible  Society  managers 
met  on  the  7th,  F.  S.  Winston,  Esq.,  in  the 
obair.  Tbe  Bev.  Dr.  Joshua  Leavitt  read  the 
14th  chapter  of  1  Corinthians,  and  offered 
prayer.  Among  the  letters  read  was  one 
from  Mr.  H.  C.  Hall,  with  encouraging  ac¬ 
counts  of  Bible  work  in  Spain ;  one  from 
Bev.  Dr.  I.  G.  Bliss  of  Constantinople,  send¬ 
ing  account  of  the  tour  of  Hagop  Effendi, 
head  of  the  Protestant  community  in  Turkey, 
to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  Protestants 
in  Turkey  ;  also  one  from  the  secretary  of 
the  Chicago  Bible  Society,  returning  cordial 
thanks  for  the  grant  to  meet  the  wants  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  recent  fire. 

At  a  recent  Bible  Society  meeting  it  was 
stated  that  over  seven  millions  of  copies  of 
the  Word  of  God  were  put  in  circnlstion  last 
year,  a  greater  number,  by  millions,  than 
were  ever  before  distributed  in  one  year,  and 
three  millions  more  copies  than  were  in  ex¬ 
istence  in  the  world  in  the  year  A.  D.  1800. 

“  C'hareh  and  State  *’  and  “  Protestant 
Charehaan.”

CURRENTEVENTS. 

Matters  la  Washlagtaa. 

The  President’s  recommendation  concern¬ 
ing  the  Government  postal  telegraph 
scheme  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  instead  of  a  special  eom- 
mittee.  The  vote  against  a  special  commit¬ 
tee  was  105  to  81.  This  is  considered  as  un¬ 
favorable  to  the  success  of  the  measure. 

Senator  Sumner’s  bill  for  the  abolition  of 
th  e  Internal  Revenue  Bureau,  provides  that, 
after  the  Ist  day  of  June  next,  all  taxes  except 
those  npon  distilled  spiribs,  fermented  li¬ 
quors  and  tobacco  in  its  various  forms,  shall 
be  abolished,  aud  these  taxes  shall  thence¬ 
forth  be  collected  by  stamps,  the  stamp-tax 
on  distilled  spirits  to  be  76  cents  per  gallon. 
The  Revenue  Bureau  is  permitted  to  contin¬ 
ue  until  the  Ist  of  September,  to  give  time 
to  wind  np  its  affidrs.  After  that  time  the 
business  of  selling  stamps  and  of  detecting 
frauds  npon  the  revenue  is  to  be  in  charge  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Senate  on  the  6th,  refhsed  (11  to  15) 
to  take  np  Mr.  Blair’s  resolution  questioning 
the  President  os  to  his  authority  for  sus¬ 
pending  the  privilege  of  habea*  corputin  South 
Carolina. 

The  pointed  allusions  in  the  Message  to 
the  Fish-Cataoazy  misnuderstanding  caused 
a  murmur  of  surprise  on  their  being  read  in 
Congress.  In  the  House,  especially,  they  made 
a  decided  sensation.  Mr.  Fish’s  complaint 
against  Mr.  Catacazy  is  since  published  in  ex- 
tenso  ;  it  charges  (with  evidence)  that  the  lat¬ 
ter,  having  procured  the  publication  of  mali¬ 
cious  articles  in  ceitain  papers,  afterwards 
flatly  denied  ^vith  an  oath  that  he  had  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  them,  or  sympathized  with 
them.  Mr.  Catacazy  is  to  receive  his  pass* 
ports  08  soon  as  the  Grand  Duke  departs, 
being  tolerated  temporarily  at  the  personal 
request  of  the  Emperor. 

FOREIGN. 

Some  of  the  English  papers,  and  some  oi 
the  English  correspondents  of  New  York  pa¬ 
pers  have  sneered  at  the  Bev.  Dr.  McLeod 
for  alluding  so  specifically  to  tbe  state  oi  the 
Queen’s  health  on  a  recent  occasion,  but  his 
words  seem  very  timely,  now  that  tbe  Prince 
of  Wales  is  dying  : 

“  I  have  had  the  honor,  in  the  Providence 
of  God,  to  minister  to  her  Majesty  in  public 
and  in  private  for  the  last  thirteen  or  four- 
t^n  years,  and  I  have  seen  her  in  every  va¬ 
riety  of  circnmstances — in  tbe  highest  pros¬ 
perity  and  happiness  which  any  married  wo¬ 
man,  not  to  speak  of  a  Queen,  could  enjoy, 
and  in  the  very  depth  of  her  ^stress,  and  I 
declare  most  solemnly,  although  speaking 
u-ith  her  in  the  greatest  privacy,  and  in  the 
most  intimate  communion  that  a  subject  and 
a  clergyman  can  have,  I  have  never  heard  her 
utter  one  word  or  one  sentiment  that  did  not 
do  the  highest  honor  to  her  Majesty  whether 
as  a  Queen  or  a  woman.  I  have  not  only  never 
seen  the  remotest  trace  of  any  moral  or  men¬ 
tal  weakness,  but  I  have  seen  in  every  in¬ 
stance  remarkable  evidence  of  moral  or  men¬ 
tal  strength  and  capacity.  Her  Majesty  has 
jnst  passed  throngh  a  severe  attack  of  rheu¬ 
matic  gout,  which  so  affected  her  hands  that 
for  a  time  she  was  utterly  unable  to  sign  her 
name,  and  from  a  severe  neuralgia,  from 
which  she  has  entirely  recovered,  and  I  have 
never  seen  her  better  in  spirits,  or  better  in 
health,  or  stronger  in  mind  than  she  is  at 
the  present  moment.  At  the  sane  time  I  am 
far  ^m  saying  that  she  ^s  recovered  her 
stren^l^  so  as  to  be  able  to  do  more  than  she 
is  doing.” 

The  Freaeli  Asaembly.  < 

Tbe  French  National  Assembly  organized 
on  the  .Ith,  but  President  Thiers  did  not 
send  in  his  Message  until  the  7th,  being  in 
doubt  as  to  what  policy  to  pursue  toward  the 
Orleans  princes.  He  concluded  to  make  no 
reference  to  them — at  least  no  intimation  of 
any,  oomes  by  the  cable.  The  document  is 
a  very  quiet  affair,  setting  forth  that  the 
British  Government  has  been  notified  of  the 
intention  of  France  to  abrogate  the  treaty  of 
commerce  at  the  stipulated  time  ;  and  warn¬ 
ing  the  Deputies  never  to  forget  to  what 
depths  of  wretchedness  the  empire  had  led 
the  country.  Franco  should  now  look  for 
complete  reorganization  to  God  and  to  time. 
It  was  her  policy  to  endure  a  dignified  peace. 
Should  war  occur  despite  her  determination 
to  remain  at  peace,  it  should  not  be  her 
deed.  France  must  resume  tbe  position  to 
which  she  was  entitled;  not  only  for  her  own 
good,  but  in  the  interest  of  all  nations. 
France  sympathizes  with  the  Pope  in  the 
maintenance  of  his  spiritual  independence, 
and  will,  in  case  of  need,  give  him  a  vigor- 
ons  support  The  utmost  cordiality  is  man¬ 
ifested  toward  Austria,  for  whose  prosperity 
a  fervent  hope  is  expressed.  The  relations 
of  France  with  Russia  are  those  of  recipro¬ 
cal  interest  M.  Thiers  deplores  the  indebt¬ 
edness  of  the  country,  bat  says  it  is  due  to 
the  machinations  of  tbe  Emperor  Napoleon. 
The  Presideat  advocates  the  establishment 
of  a  general  compulsory  military  service  in 
war  time,  and  proposes  tbe  limitation  of  tbe 
annual  contingent  to  thirty  thousand  men  in 
time  of  peace. 

Bills  restoring  to  the  Orleans  princes  their 
oonfisoated  ectates  and  all  their  rights  as  cit¬ 
izens  of  France,  are  preparing.  Tbe  extreme 
Left  will  meet  them  with  proposHions  for  a 
general  amnesty,  which  will  free  the  tbuo- 
sands  of  communists  held  prisoners  in  the 
hnlks  and  elsewhere. 

Jules  Ferry  has  been  appointed  Minister 
of  Fsance  to  the  United  States. 

Ctaleage  Matters. 

The  total  number  of  families  now  receiv- 
iag  aid  in  Chiosgo  is  14,633,  a  decrease  of 
689  during  tbe  last  fortnight. 

There  are  3300  persons  fed  daily  at  the 
Cincinnati  sonp-honsc  ia  Chicago.  There  is 
an  enduring  character  to  the  Cincinnati 
charity,  which  is  eminently  satisfying. 

The  representative  in  Congress  from  the 
Chicago  District  has  introduced  two  bills  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  burned  city. 
One  is  a  bill  providing  for  the  issue  of  Uni¬ 
ted  States  bonds  to  replace  those  destroyed, 
and  the  other  provides  for  the  erection  of  a 
government  building  at  a  cost  of  $6,000,000. 

Tbe  contributions  in  money  received  by 
tbe  Chicago  Relief  Society  up  to  the  18th 
ult.,  from  forty  States  and  Territories, 
amounted  to  $2,508,810.  'The  seven  leading 
States  were  as  follows:

Tbe  Committee  of  Fifteen  of  onr  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  who  were  chosen  to  extend  aid 
to  the  homeless  and  suffering  refugees  from 
tlhicago,  have  Held  many  sessions,  and  at- 
tanded  to  the  wants  of  some  400  of  tbe  sick 
and  deetitute.  As  they  are  beset  by  impos¬ 
tors,  there  is  muoh  difficulty  experienced  in 
properly  distributing  the  funds,  but  so  far  it 
is  believed  that  none  deserving  of  aid  have 
been  sent  away  empty.

PKRSONAI.  AND  NMWI  tTIBMH. 

The  Grand  Diffie  Alexfit  Mid  party  left 
Philadelphia  on  Tuesday  of  last  week,  and 
tarrying  here  over  Wednesday,  set  ont  for 
Boston  on  the  morning  of  Thursday.  Gov. 
Jewell  met  the  party  at  Bridgeport,  and  af¬ 
ter  stopping  there  awhils,  they  reached 
Springfield  at  five  o’clock,  and  dined  at  the 
invitation  of  the  city  authorities.  Leaving 
at  seven  o’clock  for  Boston,  the  Grand  Duke 
gratified  the  Worcester  people  by  a  platform 
appearance,  and  arrived  in  Boston  safely, 
and  took  to  his  rooms  at  the  Bevere  House. 
Civil,  naval,  theatrical,  and  musical  festivi¬ 
ties  thence  proceeded  almost  without  inter¬ 
ruption. 

The  New  Hampshire  Labor  Reformers,  in 
their  recent  State  Convention  declared  them¬ 
selves  “utterly  opposed  to  the  importation 
of  Chinese.” 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  has  “gobbled” 
another  line,  having  leased  the  Memphis  and 
Charleston  Railroad  for  forty-five  years,  guar¬ 
anteeing  three  per  cent  annual  interest  for 
the  first  five  years,  and  then  six  per  cent. 

Travel  on  the  railways  of  Ohio  would  ap- 
I>ear  to  be  as  nearly  free  from  danger  as  can 
well  be  expected.  ’The  annual  reports  from 
the  various  railway  companies  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  that  State  show  that  about  twelve 
million  persons  took  passage  on  the  several 
roads  during  the  past  year,  and  that  none  of 
these  were  killed  from  causes  beyond  their 
own  control ;  seven,  however,  were  injured. 
Four  were  killed  (say  the  railway  men)  from 
their  own  misconduct  or  want  of  proper  cau¬ 
tion,  while  eleven  were  injured  for  the  same 
reasons. 

The  last  ItUerior  announces  that  Mr.  Geo. 
B.  Carpenter,  who  has  done  the  work  of 
managing  editor  of  that  paper  with  excellent 
ability  since  its  beginning,  has  resigned  his 
position  for  the  more  lucrative  place  of  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Xaiional  Budntss  Index,  a  new  and 
promising  enterprise  just  started  in  that  city. 
Our  best  wishes  attend  him.  | 

Mrs.  Games,  the  New  Orleans  heiress, 
whose  lawsuits  have  made  lawyers  rich  and 
herself  famous,  h.as  just  been  deprived  of 
the  main  reliance  upon  which  she  based  her 
claims.  She  is,  according  to  the  last  ren¬ 
dering,  an  illegitimate  child,  and  the  will  of 
half  a  century  ago  is  declared '  invalid,  and 
probate  thereof  annulled.  Repeatedly  Mrs. 
Gaines  has  been  offered  compromises,  which 
would  have  been  gladly  accepted  by  any  less 
enthusiastic  and  determined  woman,  but  she 
scorned  any  settlement  short  of  victory,  and 
now  it  seems  to  be  held  that  she  has  no  legal 
right  to  her  long  disputed  possessions. 

The  new  State  Lunatic  Asylum  of  New 
Jersey,  is  to  be  built  about  two  and  a  half 
miles  from  Morristown. 

'Ibe  Governor  of  Wyoming  has  vetoed  the 
bill  abolishing  woman  suffrage. 

Manifest  destiny  has  had  another  illustra¬ 
tion  in  South  Africa,  where  the  region  of 
tbe  diamond  fields  has  been  annexed  to  tbe 
British  Colony.  It  was  obviously  necessary 
that  some  authority  should  be  e.stablished  in 
this  fast-peopling  region,  and  no  other  was 
possible. 

The  number  of  marine  di.sasters  on  the 
lakes  during  the  present  season,  os  reported 
by  Captain  Hall,  marine  reporter  for  Detroit, 
is  1167,  of  which  225  were  collisions,  280 
went  ashore,  31  bnmed,  26  capsized,  19  foun¬ 
dered,  132  sprung  a  leak,  65  were  water-log¬ 
ged,  60  were  dismasted,  110  lost  deck-loads, 
and  10  were  explosions. 

The  coroner’s  jury  in  the  case  of  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  the  steamer  CUy  of  New  London  (in  the 
Thames  river),  express  no  opinion  as  to  the 
cause  of  the  disaster,  or  the  conduct  of  the 
officers. 

A  Portuguese,  who  is  accused  of  shooting 
and  killing  a  Chinaman  in  Hawkinsville, 
CaL,  on  Monday  of  last  week,  has  been  dis¬ 
charged  because  the  only  witnesses  are  Chi¬ 
namen,  whose  testimony  is  not  permitted 
against  persons  of  the  Caucasian  race  under 
the  laws  of  that  State. 

CITY  AND  VICINITY. 

Christian  charity  and  practical  benevolence 
have  thrown  open  the  doors  of  the  New  York 
Infant  Asylum,  24  Clinton  place,  designed 
for  the  reception  and  nurture  of  intants  aban¬ 
doned  by  impoverished  parents,  as  well  as  to 
give  guidance  and  protection  to  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  mothers,  and  thus  aid  in  saving  them 
from  destruction.  The  Institution  is  not 
sectarian,  and  is  managed  by  a  Board  of  La¬ 
dies  representing  all  the  Protestant  denomi¬ 
nations  of  the  city,  and  by  a  like  constituted 
Board  of  gentlemen  acting  as  Trustees.  It 
will  receive  and  take  charge  of  ioundlings 
and  other  infant  children  of  the  age  of  two 
years  and  nnder,  intrusted  to  their  charge, 
and  provide  for  their  support  and  moral, 
physical,  intellectual,  and  Industrial  educa¬ 
tion.  It  has  the  power,  when  the  ehtidren 
attain  a  pr(T|>er  age,  to  place  them  at  euitahle 
employments,  to  cause  them  to  he  inslmet- 
ed,  and  at  disoretion  to  bind  mil  nr  Identnre 
tbetii  ns  clerks,  appreiilines,  or  servants,  for 
such  time  as  the  managers  deem  proper,  not 
exceeding,  however,  In  the  ease  of  girls,  the 
ago  of  eighteen,  and  In  the  ease  of  boys,  the 
age  of  twenty-one. 

A  few  of  the  “  InlernaHanalB  ”  In  New 
York,  not  content  with  sit  days  of  labor  aud 
excitement,  nor  intimidated  by  tlie  warning 
from  Police  headquarters,  attempted  to  mnreli 
in  memory  of  tlie  Paris  Com  munist  Gen. 
Bossal  and  others,  recently  executed,  on  Sun¬ 
day  last  Tlie  Cooper  Institute  front  seemed 
to  be  the  place  of  rendezvous,  where  a  red  flag 
was  unfrirlod,  and  eight  or  ten  men  made 
their  appearance  with  a  bit  of  red  riliboti  in 
their  button-holes.
